THE UNEMPLOYED 
PROBLEM 


Although we do not hear. 30 
much of the unemployed problem 
in the Old Country as we did some 
little time back, it is evident that 
the question still remains ina far 
from satisfactory position. Fig- 
ures can be made to prove almost 
anything, whilst the very consider- 
able divergence of viewpoint often 
displayed in Party statements also 
makes it diMeult to get at the 
truth, Quite recently, however, a 
most informative report has been 
issued by the Archdeacon of Nor- 
thumberland and six other clergy- 
men on the unemployment problem 
generally and the effect of the 
operation of the means test. This 
dgeument is free of all Party bias, 
und it has been forwarded to every 
member of the Cabinet. It shows 
that matters are far from, whit 
they should be, and Indicates that 
the means test has been working 
considerable hardship on many 
poor poople. 

The investigators state that 
their attention was firet arrested 
by the almost unanimous request, 
onthe part of the unemployed men, 
that what was really most needed 
was food. They also observed 
that mothers are suffering from 
under-notrishment, particularly in 
families where there are several 
children. This is endorsed by doc- 
tors in charge of welfare centres, 
who affirm that long-cantinued un- 
employment is telling increasingly 
on the health of mothers. ‘Though 
concrete evidence ia a little aim- 
cult to collect ng to the working 
of the menna test, it has clearly 
led to a great decreage in helping 
each other out by neighbours and 
rélations.. It has thereby con- 
siderably increased the number of 
families who have nothing but the 
bare benefit to live on. This often 
affects unemployed homes that do 
not come tnder the direct operi- 
tion of the menns test at all, “Tt 

4y our considered opinion,” say the 


| investigators, “that, dven as a bare 


maintenance level, standard bene- 
fit is failing to maintain familics 
adequately. This is specially ub- 
vious in cases where the waxe- 
earner kas been out of work for 
along period. The fact ia, stand- 
ard benefit has never been adv- 
.quate, but it has been eked out 
by ono family helping another. 
Now that the means test hos taken 
ponsions, otc. into nccount this has 
become impossible. Tho growing 
opposition to the means test fa 
partly duo to this fact, Evoryono 
hos boon brought down to a level 
too low for baro maintenance. 
Debt and fonr of increasing debt, 
inabllity to roplaco clothing, boots, 
and cooking utensils, aro adding to 
the danger’ of undornourishmont 
by croating an irritable montality.”

mands of the cebmmunity intel- 


Hgent and strenuous effort not only 
to create work and wealth, but 
also to ensure their more equitable 
distribution. Tho economic and 
political conditions hindering this 
should be ascertnined and swept 
side. Ono-need is o reorganisn- 
tion of the industrial system auch 
na will allow adequate provision 
for: those whom, 
through no fault of their own, in- 
dustry is unablo to employ. | Ul- 
timate reorganisation will take 
time. Meanwhile people suffer.

Britain's National Parks. 


Ever since Torace Walpole 
qrote to the effect that Shefiield 
was a hideous eclty set among 
delectable surroundings, it, has 
become incrensingly plain’ that 
sooner or Inter steps would have 
tobe taken to preserve the beauty 
of the English countryside, In 
this reapect Britain may derive 
useful hints from the experience 
of the United States, which in 
1929 had twenty-one national 
parks set aside by Congress for 
the benefit of the people, and 
ffty-nine similar reservations 
known as national monuments, in 
addition to many state parks. 
One of the main objects proposed 
by the British National Park 
Committee, which recently issued 
a report in favour of ao system 
of national’ reserves and nature 
sanctuaries, is that the national 
park scheme shall he used to 
give to the people abundant op- 
portunities for recreation. How 
much such opportunities would 
be appreciated may be inferred 
from the fact that between’ 1916 
and 1928 the number of visilors 
to the national parks of the 
United States increased from 
366,097 _ ta. 3,024,844. The com- 
mittee does not yet think = that 
the time is ripe for any particular 
ureas to be selected beyond all 
others, but it suggests that ifia 
national park on) the, American 
model is - desired, the rugged 
Cairngorm district. of Scotland 
would be a very strong candidate. 
The national park idea is excel- 
lent in its essentials, It is good 
that certain arens should be per- 
petually preserved from indus- 
trialism. But if industrialism is 
to be excluded from these scenes 
of beauty, it is to be hoped that 
business men will sce to it that 
scenes of beauty are not excluded 
from industrialism. Both na- 
tional parks and economic de- 
velopment should be compatible 
with asthetic amenities. In cer- 
tain “conditions, cand at certain 
times, the-twenticth century has 
already proved that this is Bo, 48 
anyone will admit who hag seen 
tho magnificent effect of flood 
lighting of. great buildings at 
night, in which huge columns of 
light tower up- into the black 
skies. Here alone is sufficient 
evidence ‘to indicate that indus- 
trinlism and beauty are not neces- 
sarily inimical to each other. And 
recreational ‘facilities within casy 
reach of factory towns are even 
more urgently needed and would 
be more appreciated than national 
parks in remote regions,

A RAGGED ARMY- 


This ragged army comprises the 
poorest of the poor: coolics, haw- 
kors, beggars, all kinds of odd 
job men and men in search of an 
odd job; juat such an exhibition 
of the residue of humanity that 
one sees on the Thames Embank- 
ment, or lmping painfully 
through Trafalgar-square; but 
with this difference: here the city, 
for a few hours of darkness, 1b 
theirs, and no policeman ever 
moves them on. 

They overilow into the side 
streets and along the pleasant 
driveways which are Bombay's 
pride; and in the Indian quarter, 
which presses against its Euro- 
pean neighbour on two sides, they 
are. to be found in thousands. 
One cannot walk anywhere with- 
out steoring a careful course be- 
tween the slecpers under foot. 

The climate {s an ally of the 
homeless poor. Save during the 
rains, when they shelter under 
areaded foolwnys (and bad luck 
to those who arrive too late!) one 
night is like the next, a little hot- 
ter or a little cooler, but always 
dry and never cold. They. are 
more fortunate than the wastrels 
in sturdier citfes of the West. 
They have no possessions, need 
none, except the fragment of cloth 
which is their “bed and covering. 
When morning comes they roll it 
up and stow it in a safe place, or 
tie it around them, and so are 


rendy for the day. 

But not all of them are destitute, 
Servants, even hotel employees. 
and men who have a steady Hveli- 
hood, sleep out, night after night, 


where pedestrians have the right|/ 


of way at other times. They pre- 
fer the harder bed because it is 
free. 

What can be simpler after &

You have seen be- 
mused derclicts like him strollin 
aimlessly in the night through 
Central London. , 


His long, prehistoric coat iv 
covered with coins, railway lug- 
gage labels and medals.

They were talking of tho latest 
Congress procession and tho dis- 
orderly scene in the police court 
which followed; the cost. of food 
In the bazaars; the details of an - 
unfortunate incident that led to one 
of their lodgers being arrested for 
stealing gold bangle; and the 
happy release of another from a 
wife who was o shrew.

' REPORTED 


ANNUAL . MEETING 


Presiding at Abe annual gen- 
eral meeting of China Underwrit- 
‘ers, Ltd, this morning, Mr. R. G.

Tn the accounts, silver curren- 
ciea have been converted to Hong- 
kong dollars and gold doljars, 
pesos and scuilders and other gold 
standard currencies to aterling at 
the current monthly rates for re- 
venue purposes and at the market 
rates oon tat December for 
balance sheet purposes. Rupees 
and Straita dollar have been con- 
verted to xterting throughout at 
the parities, For the purposes of 
showing the accounts in, Hong.

The difference between the ex-

The life premium income has 
decreased from $855,432 to 36v8,- 
902, which is te a large extent 
duc to the conversion of — old 
figures to dollars at) the new ex- 
change. Actually there has been 


a fall of about £6,000 in gold in- 
come and an incrense of $59,000 
in silver income. 

Death claims have been some- 
what heavy. at $167,466. We are. 
however, probably averaging out 
on the light claim rate previously 
experienced and there is some evi- 
dence that we may hope for a 
lighter rate ih the current’ year, 

There appears to be a consider- 
able decrenye in the expenses, 
excluding commission; but this is 
mninly due to the exchange rate 
at which the gold expenses have 
been brought into aecount.  Ac- 
tually there has been a small de- 
crenske in the gold expenses and a 
smal] increase in the silver ¢x- 
penges, 

We have during the year ex- 
perienced a heavy rate of surren- 
dérs and discontinuances’ which 
has been the general experience 
of life companies everywhere dur- 
ing the year. 

The Life Assurance Fund of 
$173,949 shows e decrease na com- 
pared with Inst year's figure, but 
this is entirely due to the dif-

At Inst yenr’s rate of ox- 
change the fund would have ac- 
tually shown a small increage, . 


Marine Decrease. 


The net premiums in the Marine 
Department show a considerable 
decrease at $129,881. This  de- 
eréase is mainly due to the dis- 
continunnee of the premiums un- 
der a Marine Treaty, which had 
proved ‘to be  unremunernative;

The Bidding. 


The contract bidding was South 
one club, West, passed, North eno 
spade, . This is the One over Onc. 
nnd requires partner to keep the 
bidding open. Enst passed and 
South bid two no trump, trying 
to show partner an exceptionally 
strong hand which had — better 
possibilities for game at no trump 
than at spades. North jumped the 
bid to four for a slam. South, 
having more than he originally. 
advertised, bid six no trump. 


The Play 


West opened his fourth best dfa- 
mond—the six rpot, dummy cover- 
ed with the nine which forced the 
jack from the East hand, South 
winning with the king. Declarer 
returned the four of diamonds, 
finessing the 10 spot, wh.ch held 
the trick. The club suit is then 
started by leading | the six from 
dummy, declarer winning with the 
ace. A small club is returned and 
West discards the five of hearts, 
dummy winning the trick with the 
queen of clubs. The seven of 
clubs Is returned from dummy and 
when East plays the nine, declarer 
covers with the 10, West discard- 
ing the seven of diamonds. 


Now the king of clubs is led by 
declarer forcing West to discard 
the nine of hearts. A heart js 
discarded from dummy. East 
follows with the jack of clubs. 
The declarer plays a small spade, 
winning in the dummy with the 
ace and leads the deuce of spades 
from dummy. East follows with 
the jack, declarer winning with 
the queen. 


This. gives the declarer a very 
good count of the West hand. East 
iy undoubtedly out of spades. 
West is known to hold two moro 
diamonds and two spades. This 
leaves him with one heart. De- 
clarer then applies the squeeze 
by leading the five of clubs, West 
discards the jack of hearts, dummy 
the queen of hearts and East the 
four. Now the squeeze card—the 
ace of hearts. -If West discards a 
diamond, declarer will discard a 
spade from dummy, While if a 
spade is discarded by West, the 
diamond will be discarded from 
dummy. 


Ry carefully playing hia cards 
and applying the squeeze play, the 
declarer has made seven no trump 
although he onty bid six no trump. 
As neither side were vulnerable, he 
seores 600 for.the small slim bid 
and made 210 for six no trump bid 
and made 50 for the extra trick.

Mow Nursing Home Started. 


It was in Juno 1922 thnt a 
group of Chinese Medical Practi- 
(loners in this Colony first con- 
ceived the idea of establishing a 
nursing home. The object. was 
to cater for the need of the suf- 
fering Chinese who could'be at- 
tended by their own Westcro 
trained Chinese Doctors and car- 
ed for by trained Chinese nuracs 
in an atmosphere of quictnoss and 
with congenial surroundings. A 
limited company wan formed, 
hended by practically all the Chi- 
nese doctors and some leading 
members of the Chinese Com- 
munity: and by unusually good 
fortune the, company was able ‘to 
secure the present property, which 
was then being used as a place 
of public entertainment, known 
for. many years as “Happy Ke- 
treat.”” Many of us doctors used 
to come to “Happy Retreat" for 
relaxation after n day of strenu- 
ous work, to look at the flowers 
and menageries, or perhaps at the 
young ladies boating on the pond, 
little realising that the garden 
would one day become our own 
arena in the contest with dis- 
ease. g : 

As soon as the property was 
acquired, the existing buildings 
were converted into premises 
suitable for the work of a nursing 
home. It was in the early part 
of November, 1932, that patients 
were admitted for the first time 
for-trentment. The first Board of 
Directors consisted of Dr. Ho Ko 
Tsun (Chairman), the late Dr. 
Wan Man-kai, the late Dr. Jeu 
Hawk, and Doctors K. L. Kwan, 
B.C. Wong, Ma Luk ‘and T. P. 
Woo. Dr, Chau Wai-cheung serv-

THE UNEMPLOYED 
PROBLEM 


Although we do not hear 90 
much of the unemployed problem 
in the Old Country as we did some 
little time back, it ia evident that 
the- question still remains in a far 
from satisfactory position. — Fix- 
ures can be made to prove almost 
anything, whilst the very consider-. 
able divergence of viewpoint often 
displayed in Party statements also 
makes, it dificult to get at the 
truth. Quite recently, however, a 
most ‘informative report has been 
issued by the ‘Archdeacon of Nor- 
thumberland and six other clersy- 


‘) men ‘on the unemployment problem 


generally and the effect of the 
operation of the menns tert, This 
document is free of all Party bins, 
and it has been forwarded to every 
member of the Cabinet. It shows 
that matters are far-from what 
they should be, and indicates that 
the means test has been working 
considerable hardship on many 
poor people. 

The investigators state that 
their attention was first arrested 
by the almost unanimous request, 
on the part of the unemployed men, 
that what was really most needed 
was food. They also observed 
that mothers are suffering from 
undor-nourishment, particularly in 
fam{Mes where there are several 
childron. This is endorsed by doc- 
tors in charge of welfare centres, 
who affirm that long-continued tn- 
employment is telling increasingly 
on the health of mothers, Though 
conerete evidence in n little “dtfm- 
cult to collect as to the working 
of the menns test, it has clearly 
led to a great decrease in helping 
ench other out by neighbours and 
relntions, It has thereby con- 
siderably increased the number of 
familics who have nothing but the 
bare benefit to live on, This often 
affects unemployed homes that do 
not tome under the direct operi- 
‘tion of the means teat at all. “It 
Is our considered opinion,” say the 
investigators, “that, even a8 0 bare 
maintenance level, standard bene- 
fit is failing to maintain fumilics 
adequately, This is apecially ub- 
viots in enses where tho waKe- 
carner has been out of work for 
a long period. ‘The fact is, stand- 
ard benefit has nover been ada- 
quate, but it has been eked out 
by one family _helping another, 
Now thot the means test has takon 
ponsiona, ote. into account this has 
become impossible. The growing 
opposition to the means test is 
partly duo to thia fact, Evoryono 
has beon brought down to a lovel 
too:low for bare maintenance. 
Dobt and fear of increasing debt, 
inability to replace clothing, boots, 
and cooking utensils, are adding to 
the danger of undernourishment 
by creating an irritable mentality.” 

This talo.of human sufforing do- 
mands of tho community fatel- 


Hgont and atrenuous offort not only 
to create work. and wealth. but 
also to onstire thelr more equitable 
distribution, Tho cconomic and 
political conditions hindering this 
should bo ascertained and swopt 
naide. Ono need is o reorganisa- 
tion of the industrial system such 
ns will allow adequate provision 
being made for those whom, 
through no fault of thelr own, in- 
dustry is unable to employ. Ul- 
timate reorganisation will take 
time. | Mennwhile people suffer. 
Emergency action seems required 
to increase benefit where it is 
yenuinoly needed. The avallable 
money could be most effectively 
and wisely spent by inercasing 
children’s allowances. Moreover, 
fn more generous and discriminat- 
ing application of the menns test 
acems desirable. 


Britain’s National Parks. 


‘Pyer since Horace’ ‘Walpole 
wrote to the effect that Sheffield 
was no hideous city set among 
delectable surrotindinga, ft has 
become Increasingly plain that 
sooner or Inter steps would have 
tobe taken to preserve the beauty 
of the English countryside. In 
this respect Britain may derive 
uacful hints from the experience 
of the United States, which In 
1929 had twenty-one national 
parks set aside by Congress for 
the benefit of the people, and 
fiftyenine aimilar reservations 
known as national monuments, in 
nddition to many state — parks. 
One of the main objects proposed 
by the British National Park 
Committee, which reéently issued 
u' report in favour of a system 
of national reserves and nature 
sanctuaries, is that the national 
park scheme shall be used to 
give ‘to the people abundant op- 
portunitica for recreation. Tow 
much such opportunitics would 
be appreciated may be inferred 
from the fact that between 1916 
and 1928 the number of visitors 
to the national parks of the 
United . States incrensed from 
356,097 to 8,024,844. The com- 
mittee does not yet think that 
the time is ripe for any particular 
arena to be selected beyond all 
others, but it suggests that if a 
national park on the American 
model is ‘desired, the rugged 
Cairngorm district of Scotland 
would be a very strong candidate, 
The’ national park idea id excel- 
lent in its essentials.” It is xood 
that certain arens should be per- 
petually preserved fram indus- 
trialiam. But if industrialism is 
to be excluded from these scenes 
of benuty, it is to be hoped that 
business men will seo to it that 
seenes of beauty are not excluded 
from induatrialism. Both na- 
tional parks and economic de- 
velopment should be compatible 
with asthetic amenities, In cer- 
tain conditions, and at certain 
times, the twentieth century has 
already proved that this is 80, as 
anyone will admit who has scen 
the magnificent effect of flood 
lighting of great bulldings at 
night, in which huge columns of 
light tower, up into the black 
skies. Here alone fs sufficient 
evidence to indicate that indus- 
trialism and beauty are not neccs- 
sarily inimical to ‘cach other, And 
recreational facilities within easy 
reich of factory towns are even 
more urgently needed and would 
be more apprecinted than national 
parks in remote regions.

CURIOUS RE 


SEMBLANCES 


TO HONGKONG — 


HEN night falls on Bombay 
a curtain. seems to drop 

across the dying sun. Thon the 
European city undergocs n.atrahge 
transformation. Its daytime po- 
pulation has shifted to suburban 
hills, leaving a grim wilderness of 
shuttered shops and offices, and 
streets that are well-nigh empty, 
with little onses of Nght here and 
there to mark the survival of, 
Indian eating-houses or sweat 
vendors waiting hopefully. for 
casual wanderers from the docka, 

The Bombay of British trado 
and finance is as dead as London 
erat of the Bank when the day’s 
work is done. ; 

But only for a brief interval. 
A new population springs up from 
nowhere and tokes posscasion of 
the city. Out of the shadows 
ercep hundreda of ghostly figures, 
silently converging upon a com- 
mon goal. They settle themaclves, 
not without sighs and groans 
upon a strip of quilt or matting, 
perhaps: nothing moro than a 
and 
make ‘the pavement their bed. 

The city becomes a Vast dosa- 
house without a roof. The home- 
lesa He in irregular rows against 
the banka and the  plate-glars 
windows of department stores, 
where dummy figures, clad in the 
yery latest fashions, contemplate 
them with polite detachment. 
Some are snug in a favourite 
niche that Ja a door by (day; 
others He in the hard glare of the 
strenta Jamps, but never seem to 
mind it, and here they sleep un- 
easily until dawn. 


A RAGGED ARMY. 


This ragged army comprises the 
poorest of the’ poor: coolics, haw- 
kers, beggars, all kinds of odd 
job men and men in search of an 
odd job; Just such an exhibition 
of the residue of humanity that 
one sees on the Thames Embank- 
ment, or limping . painfully 
through  Trafalgar-square; but 
with this ‘difference: here the elty, 
for 1 few hours of darkness, I> 
theirs, and no policeman ever 
moves them on. 

They overftow into the side 
streets and along the pleasant 
driveways which are Bombny'n 
pride; and in the Indian quarter, 
which presses against its Euro- 
pean neighbour on two sides, they 
are to be found in thousands. 
One cannot walk anywhere with- 
out steering a careful course be- 
tween the sleopers under foot. 

The climate is an ally of the’ 
homeless poor. Savo during the 
rains, when they shelter under 
areaded footwnys (and bad luck 
to those who arrive too late!) one 
night is like the next, a little hot- 
ter or % little cooler, but always 
dry and never cold. They are 
more fortunate than the wastrels 
in sturdier cities of the West. 
They have no possessions, need 
none, except the fragment of cloth 
which is their bed and covering, 
When morning comes they roll it 
up and stow it in a safe place, or 
tie it around them, and so are 
ready for the day. 

But not all of them are destitute, 
Servants, even hotel employees. 
and men who have a steady liveli- 
hood, sleep out, night after night, 
where pedestrians have the right 
of way at other times, They pre- 
fer the harder bed because it fn 
free. 

What can be simpler after & 
night's diversion in a frowsy cafe 
or grog shop than to stretch out 
on an unclaimed corner of the 


pavement? They are up and 
about when the firat shafts of sun- 
Nght break ‘through tho: crimson 
sky. While darkness lasts they lic 
like corpses ready for burial,’ 
mufiled In their thin winding 
shoots thelr faces covercd ogalnst 
the night air, which. they always 
dread, however heavy and stifling 
it may be: : 


SOME ODD CHARACTERS, 


Odd characters are found 
among them. Thore is one shaggy 
old man; a gaunt and still arrog- 
ant Arab, whose bedroom is the 
third pillar of tha covered pave- 
mont at one side.of my hotel.. He 
was once’ the wealthy proprictor 
of a racing stable, and his name is 
still remembered on the courses of 
Western India. His money vanish- 
ed on the turf and into the out- 
aleccehen hands of little dancing 
girls. . 


Now he alts at midnight prop- 
ped against hie pillar, regarding 
the world with cynical eyes, ready 
to talk of the days when he lived 
fn o big house on’ Malabar Hill 
and drove down the road to bank- 
ruptcy in a limousine.

Strect, 
anid he did not know that the soap 
marked “Planolive” was different from 
the genuine kind, He Was out when 
his fokis bought a consignment from 
a“broker” who had called at his shop, 
He atated he had no intention of de- 
franding; Sf anything, he himself had 
been cheated as he paid the same 
price for “Planolive’ soup 0s, he 
would have for the genuine article. 

Defendant‘ further stated he was 
a friend of Mr. Lam, who, he knew, 
was the local agent for “Palmolive 
soap, and he would not think of DRA 
ing off “Plinolive” for “Palmotive. 

Mr, ‘Hugh-Jones pointed out to 
his Worship that the boxes containing 
the two kinds of sonp were almost the 
same in colouring and generst, make- 
up, The letters were of course slight.

ed os Chairman during the three 
succocding year”, and since then 
I have had the honour of acting 
in that enpacity. 


Ten Years’ Progress,” 


During the ten years of Its 
exintonce, I think that Younz Wo 
has abundantly proved its, useful- 
neas, nnd has fulfilled the expec- 
tnttons of its promoters. It has 
met an urgent need of the Chi- 
nese at large. 1 believe that its 
popularity Ia to a large extent 
due to its nccesaible and yet quiet 
location, and dts beautiful “com- 
manding views of Happy .Valley 
and the Race Course. Perhaps 
to nu less an extent is its popu- 
jarity due to the fact that we 
dtudy, and enter for, the needs 
of our patients to the very best 
of our ability. 

1 think the growth of this in- 
stitution is unique. Whereas we 
commenced work with 28 beds and 
6 nursing sisters in 1922, we havo 
to-dny 10 sisters and 17 nurses 
with’ GZ beds besides 27 private 
wards in ‘the now wing. This 
gives ua a total of 94 beds. 

In fact, to be exact, the Hfe 
history of thiq hospital is only 
9% years, and the actual working 
period is even shorter by 16 
months. The memorable heavy 
rains of June 1925 and the early 
part of 1926 were responsible for 
the complete shutting down of the 
hospital for 16 months, a8 the 
wards and other premizes on the 
ground floor were thoked with 
rocks, debris, ete, washed down 
from the vicinity of Stubbs Road, 
Even the garden was turned into 
an artificial hill of mud and rocks, 
Thig entastrople almost senled 
our fate ont the time, because 
while on the one hand we had to 
clone down, on the other hand we 
had to spend over $10,000 in mak- 
ing good the damage and clearing 
the debris, It was about the end 
of 1926, on the reopening of the 
hospital, that I assumed = full 
charge, : 
Training of- Nurses. 4 

In the Summer of 1927 we es- 
tublished a training school for 
nuracs, The three ‘nurses. then 
enrolled graduated in the Summer 
of 1980) ‘The number of proba- 
tioner nurses to-day ix 17. 

During 1928 our beds were found 
to be insuflicient, Work, was 
therefore commenced in the bulld- 
ing of four private wards, on the 
top of the operating reom, with ao 
specin! duty room attached. The 
work was completed in the fol- 
towing: year at a cost of $12,000. 

In 1929 a new mortuary was 
built at a cost of approximately 
$5,000, Another = $3,000 was 
apent on improving the kitchen, 
to permit of European food being 
served aa well as Chinese. Owing 
to the intention of our Doctors 
to systematically ‘and gradually 
extend the work and aecommoda- 
tion of the institution, the former 
name of Yeung Wo Nursing Tome 
of Hongkong, Ltd. was changed 
to “Yeung Wo Hospital Ltd." in 
‘May 1929 by approval of | the 
Governor in Council. 

It was in 1980 that we had the 
honour of a visit by His _excel- 
lency Sir Cecil Clementi who 
made a thorough inspection.of the 
buildings and evineed — grent in- 
tereat in) our work. The year 
1981 will alwaya be remembered 
ug being the year in which chari- 
tnble work’ was decided upon by 
our Directors, As a result of 
this $2,500 wax voted for the im- 


‘T provement of the ground floor in 


the old building, with the object 
of providing | three charitable 
wards and an out:patients depart. 
ment. These wards and the out- 
patient department were opened 


in January 1932, Thrico weekly, 
viz, overy Tucaday, Thursday and 
Saturdsy the out-patients depart. 
ment is opencd, and the number 
ethene it fg incronsing rapid- 
ye : 

On the 26th. of Jonuary of this 
year we were honoured by a visit 
from His Excellency the Governor 
Sir William Peel, who was accom. 
panied by the Hon. Dr. A. -R 
Wallington, D-M.S.So and the four 
Chinese mombers of Council. 
The interest shown by His Excel- 
yeney. was a grent encourngement 
o Us. : 


. Demand for Accommodation, 


During the last two years the 
demand for beds was 50 great 
that we were unable to cope with 
the situation, Oftentimes our 
corridora, nay, even our tea-room 
was occupicd, It ia well ‘known 
to the doctors working in this 
hospital that even my own office 
here {8 more often occupied by 
patients than otherwise, and so | 
wag perforee driven to work with 
the staf! in the general office. 
You may now understand the 
necessity for this New Wing 
which, after what has seemed an 
almost endless waiting, of 17 
months, ts now completed. 

In connexion with the nursing 
service I desire to mention the 
good work of Mrs, C. C. Hickling 
who was ably supported Inst year 
by Mra, E, W. Kirk, Mra, Hick- 
ling did much in reorgnnizing the 
service during the perlod when 
she was acting os visiting mat- 
ron, which position she vacated 
in April thia year on the appoint- 


ment of the present Matron Miss’ 


Agnes Chan, RN. a capable and 
experienced graduate of Toronto. 

Under the successful | mntron- 
ships of Miss Chau Luk Koo, Mrs. 
C. C. Hickling, Mrs. E. W. Kirk 
and Miss Agnes Chan, the nursing 
service has been brought. to a 
high level, conferring thereby 
great benelit Gn both tho patients 
and their attendants, 


Operated at a, Loss. 


Few: people are aware that dur 
ing the past nine years the hos- 
pital waa operated at-o loss: no 
dividend or interest was paid for 
four continuous years: and for 
four out of the five years which 
were considered prosperous, the 
Company paid only a dividend of 
300. Only once—1924—-was a 
dividend of 66% declured, Ags a 
matter of fact the company’s 
Articles of Association do not per- 
mit the payment of more than 
6% per annum, 

In spite of the demand for beds 
ond the opparent prosperity, we 
were heavily indebled to our 
banker for quite a few years., To- 
day you are good cnough to con- 
gratulate us on the completion 
and opening of the new Wing; 
but 1 do not know whether. this 
is yet time for congratulations, 
as our indebtednéss hus amount- 
ed to almost $200,000, while our 
capital is only $150,000. There 
is, however, one thing I can say, 
and that is that we have the 
courage of our conviction that 
we arc doing the right thing, and 
we trust that Providence — will 
ayer guide us out of our dimeutl- 
ties, 

- In conclusion I desire to thunk 
the architects Messrs. Little, 
Adams and Wood, especially Mr. 
Leslie Ross, who was largely re- 
sponsible for designing and guper- 
vising the work of the building. 
I found Mr. Ross a man of bound- 
Jess patience und high skill, be- 
aides belng a very - congenial 
friend. Wo are very fortunate 
‘in having secured the services of 
auch ‘an eminent firm as ‘Messrs. 
Little, Adams and Wood a8 our 
architects. In conclusion I 
should Hke to thank you, Mrs. 
Kotewall, for the honour you have 
done us by performing the open- 
ing ceremony, | and you, ladies

The beauty of Its architecture, 
the excellence of its sppoint- 
ments, the up-to-datencss of its 
apparatus, and the efficiency of its 
nursing, leave nothing to be de- 
afred in regard to the comfort of 
the patients. 

Dr, Li Shu-fan, added Mr. Kote- 
wall, had just said that thia Hos- 
pital wna established leas than 
ten years ago, Eulogy was super- 
fluows when those present saw be- 
fore them such a magnificent ex- 
tension, Dr. Li had, also said 
that the Directors had to resort 
to a large loan for the erection of 
the new wing, and he therefore 
thought that the present was pro- 
bably not one for congratulations, 
He (Mr. Kotewall) held a differ: 
ent view, The Chinese , were 
showing more and more faith in 
Western medicn) seience, and ho 
was aure that to a well-managed 
institution such as the Yeung Wo, 
many Chinese patients would. 
come for treatment, even from 
distant places. He had ng doubt 
that before long the Directors 
would be able to wipe off the In- 
debtednesa; and he congratulnted 
them on the courage they had 
shown in erecting the new wing 
which he considered to be a need- 
ed improvement.
